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This Office Action is in response to the amendment filed April 3, 2008, in which 
Applicant has cancelled claims 13 and 14. Currently claims 1-2, 4-5, 7-8, and 10-1 1 are 
pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 7, 8, 10, and 1 1 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails to 
specifically teach or fairly disclose the suppression or cancellation of acoustic echo signals for a 
speech recognition system in an automobile via the combination of NLMS-VAD methods with 
continuous spectrum subtraction, wherein the system suppresses/cancels the additive noise in the 
vehicle based by processing a source signal, which is an output signal of a speaker of the speech 
processing apparatus in the car, an acoustic echo transfer path, a path from the output signal of 
the speaker of the apparatus to an input signal of a microphone of the speech processing 
apparatus, a near-end speech signal, the speech of the occupant in the car and the additive noise 
is the car's noise with an energy level between 60 and 80dBA .
